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To tho Editor: 

On looking over the assessors' books 
for tho Town of Bumford, for the past 
year, I wns very much surprised and 
interested at tho facts and figures which 
appeared thereon, and, as I have no 
doubt that other people will be inter¬ 
ested Sit this matter, I am making bold 
to lay before the public some of tho 
valuations ns assessed by the assessors, 
and the taxes as paid by certain peo¬ 
ple and corporations, thinking it might 
possibly interest tho public as well as 


I will first mention the largest cor¬ 
porations to town. 

International Paper Company, as¬ 
sessed, $575,000, paying tax of $9,375. 
Continental Paper Bag Co., assessed, 
$50,000, paying lax Of $1,250. Oxford 
Paper Company, assessed, $150,000, pay¬ 
ing tax of $3,750. Portland and Rum- 
ford Fall# Baiiroad. assessed, $30,000, 
paying tax of $750. Rnmford Light 
and Water Company, assessed, $10,000, 
paying tax of $1,000. Rumford Fall# 
Power Company, assessed, $305,000, 
paying tax of $8,125* . 

%n looking over the assessors’ books 
I find that the Cutting-off Mill at tho 
head of tho pftfl# was not taxed at all, 

and, upon inquiry, I find that it Was 
covered under tho agreement which 

was reached same three years ago to 
tax the Oxford a stated sum only, the 
Oxford people eiftirritog that this vote 
exempted them as they were at that 
time, fts Well ft# ail Improvement#, and 
additions which they might make. If 
this wns the intention Of the voter# at 
that time, t presume that their posi¬ 
tion in the matter is sound, but, since 
this mill is separate and distinct from 
the Oxford Paper Company and was 
not in contemplation at the time the 
vote was taken, it would seem to me 
that It ought to bo taxed separately* 

I also noticed that the assessment 
of the Rumford Falls Power Company 
Waft lumped al three httttdtod and 
tWeniy-iiV0 thousand dollars. In nil 
other case# where laud in separate' lot# 

and building# were assessed, the as*

Xtt View °.f the 
prices asked by the Power Company 
for the lots Wldctoaro iiow marked for 
sale, it. would seem to a novice that 
the ittssessad value on the real estate' 
0Wnet; by the Power Company:i# very 
mUek less than .that .of other resident 
owners .^f real estate. It would be 
interesting - to compare the assessed 
value of three hundred and tWenty"’fivft 
thousand ttollars, with the asking price 
of too Power Company tor the land 

so taxed. ’ Some people, when anything 
is said about taxing these largo :or- 
phxations id",a more equitable, inanuer 
ft# compared with the assessments, on 
the property of private owners, im¬ 
mediately begin, to howl that “'Wa 
Must not kill thu goo#e that Jay#/ the 
golden egg,” It: would .seem to Us 
that such a .remark is Very foolish and 
goes to show that there is no other 
argument which can be put Up in de¬ 
fense; it shows the weakness of the 
other fellow’s ease. 

There are a few other things which 
seem of interest to me, for instance, ft 
certain lot on Rumford Avenue very 
near the store of Austin Towle, of 
which the owner’s askfnf price is ten 
thousand, wo hundred and seventy-one 
dollars; this same lot was taxed for 
seven-hundred dollars last year. Ther.o 
is alfto another• lot- nearly opposite the 
public library, the Owner of Which asks 

a little over ten, thousand dollars for 
if;, the same I'd (.‘Was taxed, foy^fitfe 
thousand dollar#. There are also throe 
lots on Penobscot street each contain¬ 
ing six thousand feet, tho asking price 
of which is eighteen thousand dollars; 
these three lots are taxed for one 
thousand dollars. These are only- a 
few of the things of interest which I 
saw in looking over tho hooks. 

Now I do not believe that anybody 
in Rumford wants anything more than 
a square deal, but in a square deal it 
would seem that property, whether 
owned by corporations or by individ¬ 
uals' should be taxed proportionately 
the same, having regard to its situa¬ 
tion, the business engaged in, etc. It 
would seem that where the shares of 
stock of a corporation arc a great 
deal above par, and where regular 
dividends are facing paid, besides a 
largo surplus fund always kept on hand, 
that this concern 13 in ft profitable con 
dition, and ought to be taxed on the 
same basis as private individuals 
whose business is flourishing and 
rapidly increasing. IVe* have the ex¬ 
ample before us, in several of the cor¬ 
porations above named, the stock p£ 
which it is almost impossible to get 
hold of at any figure, and yet their 
assessment, it would seem to us, Is 
nowhere near ft# great itt proportion 
a# that of private individuals. It is 
also Interesting to note that some of 
the largest and most expensive bouses 
on Franklin street are assessed for less 
than some of the houses in the poorer 
section of SUr town, which probably 
cost about ono-third the price of the 
others* If anyone wishes to verify 
this, let them take any of the property 
on Franklin Street, and Compare it 
with that on Waldo street, and settle of 
Our other streets. 

If anyone finds these matters of to* 
terest, I trust that they will took 
further into the assessors' books, attcl 
I have no question but what they Will 
find Many otheV things thttl Might Be 
brought fa light wMeh would be of in¬ 
terest to the people,

To the Editor: 

In view of the fact that, during the 
past year the cost of maintaining the 
town poor has amounted to approxi¬ 
mately $3,100., ft sum considerably to 
execs# of what it has beoii’to the pftst 
years, t was Interested to took up the 
cost of maintaining the town poor for 
the past yeftrifa ftfidj npoit dqtog So, I 
thought fhftt it might be interesting to 
other people to have a list of the 
amount so expended during the past 
ten years, and therefore made out a 
list beginning -rith the year 1397, 
which is ns follows: 

1807, poor rtceonrit, $933.63, less pro* 
fit from town farm, $24.51. 1898, poof 


It will bo noticed after tho sale of 
tho town farm in 1902, the poor ac¬ 
count took a jump of between six and 
seven hundred dollar# over and above 
what it had averaged before. Of 
course, this may be accounted for, in 
some measure, by the increase in popu¬ 
lation, but, as may be noted, it is far 
greater in proportion than the cost of 
maintaining the town farm would 
have been, for, in five years the in¬ 
crease in the cost of maintaining the 
town farm over and above the pro¬ 
ceeds from the same*'averaged for the 
five years about fifty eight dollars a 
year, ami during each year of that time 
St supported during the year severft: 
paupers besides furnishing ft chance to 
keep the teams and other collateral be¬ 
longing te tho town of Rumford. It 
Would seem from ft study 61 the above 
table that it would be a profitable in¬ 
vestment for the town of Rumfiard to 
buy a town farm, first; because an In¬ 
vestment in a really good farm near 
the Village hero would bo ft good in¬ 
vestment for the town, and one which 
Would not deterioriftte in valuer but 
have a constantly increasing Value ft# 
tho town grows. It would he an asset 
to the town. Second,- it would furnish 
ft; place fbr keeping the teams ftttd 
various machines ftnd carts, sleds) etc*, 
used in repairing the road# of the 
tow% and would therefore greatly de¬ 
crease the cost of the town thoreby, 
to say nothing of the fact that a num¬ 
ber of paiipcrs might be taken care of 
at the town farm at a greatly reduced 

price from wist they are costing the 
town- at th# present time, and perhftp# 
an ftdditfOSai reason might be men* 
tioned fit the fact that people are not 
so apt to caff upon the town for help 
When, in order to receive it, they must 
go to the' town farm fnstcftd of stay* 
tog In their own bottles ftttd living as 
they cheese. This; is ft matter which 
will come before the cltirons of the 
town of Rumford fit the next town 
meeting, and should.' be well considered 
by them fit that? time, as, If OUr poor 
account is going- to increase a# it has 
during tho past yha%. it is soon going 
to be a largo drain upon the re¬ 
sources of the town*
